KOBE’S WARRANTS. 


Their Disposition an Issue In 
the Mandamus Case. 


DEPOSITIONS ARE TAKEN 


ISew Question Eaised In the Cr iminal 
Fee Bill Case Now Fending: 
In the Cir cuit Cour t. 


Depositions 
in the 
mandamus 
case to compel the county cour t to 
allow the fee tills of the justices 
and constables of Sedalia tow n ­ 
ship, instead ot the monthly salar y 
o f $50 each in lieu of fees in cr imi­ 
nal cases, 
wer e 
taken 
befor e a 
notar y in L aw yer G . W . Bar nett's 
office today. 
T w o witnesses wer e examined— 
W . A . Latimer , 
cashier of the 
T h ir d National bank, and Consta­ 
ble James Robb. 
T he evidence elicited was con­ 
cer ning the hypothecation of the 
county war r ants handed to Robb 
by the county cler k. 
These wer e 
not endor sed by Robb, nor will 
they be pr esented for payment by 
the bank. 
R o b b ’s attor neys state that the 
war r ants w ill be on hand when 
the case is hear d at the Febr uar y 
ter m of the cir cuit cour t. 
The 
attor neys 
for 
the county 
cour t, in their fight for the uphold­ 
in g of the Bar nett law, will 
lay 
par ticular str ess upon the alleged 
fact that Constable James Robb 
has used the war r ants allowed him 
by the county cour t fr om time to 
time for his salar y of $50 a month, 
R o b b ’s attor neys explain that in 
this w a y : 
Robb, being in need of 
r eady cash, took the war r ants to 
the Thir d National bank, wher e he 
left them as collater al for a loan, 
contending that, if he failed in his 
assault upon the Bar nett law, the 
war r ants wer e good for their face 
value, and if he was successful, his 
fees under the old law would be 
m any times gr eater than the loan, 
in which event the war r ants would 
be taken up and destr oyed. 
The 
bank under stood that the war r ants 
wer e not to be pr esented to the 
tr easur er until after the question 
had been deter mined as to the con­ 
stitutionality of the act. 
Another point, not 
her etofor e 
br ought out in the justices’ assault 
upon the Bar nett law, is that the 
law, at a place wher e the seeming 
er r or appear s to be vital, speaks of 
“ 
the justice of the peace,” instead 
of “ 
justices,” 
and 
that 
Justice 
K in s e y ’s 
attor neys 
will contend 
that, should the cour t uphold the 
constitutionality 
of 
the 
law, 
it 
must designate to which one of 
the thr ee justices of the peace of 
Sedalia township, or 
the 
police 
judge of the city of Sedalia as ex­ 
officio justice of the peace, it shall 


apply.

fr iendship on either side, and no 
concessions 
will

gr anted.” 
Later , it is stated, after the in­ 
junction 
pr oceedings 
had 
been 
commenced, the county’s attor neys 
entir ely changed their minds and 
gr anted all the concessions asked, 
when 
the injunction was 
w ith­ 
dr awn and the county cour t made 
the appr opr iation.

Venezuelau Cattle for a Song, Owing 
to the Kevoiiitiou. 


F o r t W o r t h , Tex. Jan. 
16. — 
A 
novel and 
undoubtedlv 
tr ue 
theor y has been advanced for the 
r ecent slump in the Havana cattle 
mar ket. 
The cause, it is claimed, 
is the extensive 
impor tations of 
live stock 
into 
the island fr om 
Venezuela. 
Right now Venezuela is in the 
thr oes of a r evolution and the in­ 
sur gents ar e meeting with some 
degr ee of success. 
They oper ate 
pr incipally in the mountains and 
the wilder por tions of the countr y, 
and since they have no r egular ly 
or ganized 
commissar iat, 
they 
simply come acr oss a her d of excel­ 
lent cattle and live off them. 
A s a r esult, the cattle owner s 
down ther e ar e selling their stock 
at almost any pr ice, and it is an 
actual fact that they ar e disposing 
of fine beef cattle at as low pr ices 
as $2 to $5 per head, accor ding to 
the statement of W . J. Cox, of El 
Paso, who has done a gr eat deal of 
shipping to Cuba dur ing the past 
few months. 
He says that it is a 
question of these low figur es or 
nothing, and they pr efer the small 
r etur n 
that 
the 
Cuban 
mar ket 
br ings to the 
cer tainty 
of 
their 
stock being sacr ificed to the in­ 
sur gents. 
Shipping facilities ar e so poor 
compar atively that it is 
not 
an 
easy matter to get the cattle over 
to Cuba, and this is another con­ 
sider ation which br ings down the 
pr ice. 
Mr . Cox is making a ship­ 
ment of cattle to Havana, but will 
make 
no 
mor e consignments in 
the immediate futur e, at least not 
until the tattle conditions ar e im­ 
pr oved. 
Other shipper s who have 
fr om time to time made extensive 
consignments of cattle 
to Cuba 
will cease oper ations for the time 
being.

Through sermon, song and story 
w e have been told of “ The Man 
W ith the H oe.’

The awful record of crime in the 
daily press is too often the simple

But more to be dreaded than 
either, 
especially 
in 
municipal 
matters, is “ The Man W ith the 
A x . ” 
Reforms are needed, both in Se- 
dalia and elsewhere, but they are 
generally defeated by the man with 
the ax to grind. 
He is out at work to accomplish 
his purpose when good men are 
asleep, and he works unceasingly 
to get some community to turn the 
stone. 
“ The Man W ith the A x ” may be 
some simple, illiterate fellow who 
wants an appointment that will 
bring a good salary and involve 
no very great labor. 
Or he may be a shrewd, sharp, 
smooth, oily individual who has a 
scheme to work on the community 
and 
thus 
rake 
in 
the 
coveted 
wealth. 
In either case he is the bane of 
municipal politics and dangerous 
alike to political parties and non­ 
partisan movements. 
If Sedalia is to have an honest 
and sincere effort to improve the 
public service and secure more ef­ 
ficient methods in government she 
must guard against the man “ who 
has an ax to grm d.” 
T he people must see to it that no 
man 
who has business relations 
with the city government is placed 
in office; that no man who has 
contracts 
directly 
or 
indirectly 
with the city, or who is interested 
financially 
in any contract with 
the city, is placed in the position 
of having to pass, as an official,

Plis life makes a stainless and 
splendid 
page 
in 
history. 
He 
showed the world that a puissant 
soldier could be pitiful and kind as 
any angel. 
He showed the world 
that a very lord of battle could be 
innocent and stainless in his pri­ 
vate life. 
If in modern times there 
has 
been developed the prototype of 
Tennyson’ 
s Sir Galahad we find 
it in the character and career of 
Lee.

G rant’

strategy and imperious attack with

J. C. Van Riper addressed the 
council regarding the bill which 
has been due the Sedalia Electric 
and Railway company for several 
months past, and which was re­ 
cently held up. 
He askec ^hat the 
bill of 15, 295. 77 be allowed. 
Mr. Hansberger took the floor 
and said there was no record to 
show that the city owed the com­ 
pany such a bill, and offered a res­ 
olution to the effect that the bill be 
referred to the light committee for 
an investigation.

Social Ostracism. 


BRYAN 
ENDORSES 
IT. 


Trusts 
Are 
Crimioal 
and 
Their 


Managers 
Should 
Be Made 


to Feel It. 


S t . L o u i s , 
M o . , Jan. i 6 .— Col. 
William 
Jennings 
Bryan 
and 
President Arthur T. 
Hadley, of 
Yale university, were interviewed 
yesterday relative to the latter’s 
proposal to ostracize trust mag­ 
nates. 
Both are agreedon the idea 
that social recognition shoula be 
denied to any man engaged in a 
trust or other business inimical to 
the public welfare 
and that the 
public mind should be educated to 
see these evils that exist in the 
trust system. 
President Hadley said 
in 
re­ 
sponse to a question regarding the 
remedy for some of the bad effects 
•f 


of trusts, which he suggested in a 
speech at Denver : 
“ When people have clearly made 
up their minds as to what are great 
social evils, ostracism is an effective 
remedy.” 
Then he said, by way of expla­ 
nation : 
“ The trouble is that the public 
mind is not clear on the matter. 
M y opinion is that many of the 
evils commonly attributed to trusts 
don’t properly belong there. 
This 
is where the public needs educa­ 
tion. 
The evils that do exist ought 
to be clearly 
pointed out, 
and 
where it is shown that a man is en­ 
gaged in an unworthy enterprise 
the people should have the courage 
to deny him social recognition. 
I 
believe the time will come when 
they will do so. 
I don’t mean that 
every man who is interested in a 
trust should, therefore, 
be can­ 
celed from the list of one’s ac- 
^q uaintances. 
That is a matter re­ 
acquiring judgment for each 
indi­ 
vidual case.” 
Col. Bryan was asked for his 
views on the plan of Prof. Hadley 
last night jusc as he was leaving his 
hotel to take dinner with a party 
of personal and political friends. 
He s a id : 
“ The idea is a good one and 
should be encouraged. A man who 
tries to rob the public by means of 
a trust or by wrecking a bank or a 
railroad should no more be counte­ 
nanced by society than a* plain 
highwayman. 
The thing needed 
is to awaken and educate the pub­ 
lic mind and conscience on such 
matters. 
“ When the 
people understand 
the harm that there really is in 
trusts they will be ready to apply 
a remedy. 
There are things which 
were permitted in society twenty- 
five years ago which are not tolerat­ 
ed at all today. The change has been 
wrought through 
education. 
A 
similar 
change 
will take place 
when the people learn the 
true 
moral status of the trust question. 
“ I am glad, indeed, that college 
men who are leaders in education

are taking the matter up for dis­ 
cussion. 
It is a step in the right 
direction, and I have no doubt 
that their researches will result in 
greatly 
helping 
to 
solve 
the 
problem. 
But, so far as ostracism 
is concerned, I don’t believe that 
as a remedy for the trust evil it is 
likely to become noticeably effec­ 
tive very soon.”

TRADE R ISK S TO EYESIGHT. 


Motes in the Eyes of Grinders of Iron 
and Steel. 
Few of us, perhaps, recognize the 
dangers to sight that are involved in 
some occupations. 
Simeon Snell, in 
his 
presidential 
address 
to 
the 
ophthalmological section of Ports­ 
mouth, said that in many trades as­ 
sociated with iron and steel small for­ 
eign bodies w'ere very apt to be lodged 
in the workmen’s corneae. Even in 
the course of a single day a grinder 
might get several such bodies fixed in 
his cornea. If the cornea of a grinder 
were carefully examined w ith a mag­ 
nifying glass it would not infrequent­ 
ly be found to be studded over with 
minute nebulae caused by the repeat­ 
ed slight inj uries which had been thus 
received, and, if further testimony of 
the risks to wliich the grinders eyes 
are exposed were required, it might 
be found by examining the spectacles 
of such grinders as use them. The 
surface would be found to be studded 
all over with marks caused by the im­ 
pact of particles of steel or emery. 
Many w’orkmen were, he said, very 
skillful in removing ^hnotes,” as these 
particles are called when they stick 
in the cornea, and the number which 
they removed in the course of a single 
day was sometimes very large. 
One 
man, a timekeeper at works where 
1,000 men besides outworkers were 
employed, stated that sometimes he 
had extracted a score or more a day, 
sometimes less, but that for .many 
years he had not passed a day without 
having had at least one case. 
lie, 
however, was not the only man at 
these works who had a reputation for 
removing "motes,” and, probably, the 
total number of such accidents w*as 
very large indeed.— Hospital.

INDIGO AND ITS RIVAL. 


Wo ad Used fo r Dy eing and Lo ng Pro ­ 
tected fro m Co mpetitio n. 
In F'eiffien's 51agazine it is pointed 
out hy a writer 011 indigo that most 
of the blue doth and ribbons found on 
i'igy jilian inuinmies 5,000 y ears ago 
had been dy ed with indigo, and that 
the celebrated blue garments of Sidon, 
the sister town of Ty re, where the an­ 
cient purple mentioned in tiie ]>ible 
came from, w’ere also found to be 
dy ed w itli indigo. However, it is only 
'hi i ce 
the six teenth centur}', or from 
the time of the discovery of the way 
to India via the Cape of Good Hope, 
that it has become gradually known in 
Europe. 
There w’as used in Europe a 
l)Iue coloring m atter derived 
from 
the woad or pastel plant (Isatisiinc- 
toria), and the woad cultivators, wnth 
their great vested interests, strenuous­ 
ly resisted the introduction of indigo, 
and actually induced the 
English, 
French and German governments to 
promulgate enactments against 
its 
use. 
FY:)in 1561 the struggle of the 
home grow'n w'oad against its foreign 
rival commenced, and ccntinucd for 
many vears with the greatest hitter- 
ness. 
It is strange in these day s of 
healthy compeiition 
to 
read 
that 
Henry IV. of F'rajice issued an edict 
condeinningto death any one who used 
hat pcTnicious drug called the “ dev­ 
il’s food.” 
Indeed, it is only since 
he y ear 17 37 that the French dy ers 
lave had the right to use indigo with­ 
out restriction.
